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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: applicant's arguments traversing the rejection of 
application claims 1-8, and 19-23 based upon the Bron, et al . 
reference are found to be fully persuasive. Bron, et al . may 
generically teach the nitrate esters of the present invention, 
but it would hardly be obvious to someone skilled in the art to 
make the compounds of the present invention based upon the 
generic teaching of Bron, et al . There are 43 examples contained 
in Bron, et al . none of which give an example of the carbonyl 
functionality being a part of the structure as it is in the 
present application. As the applicant states, "The fact that a 
claimed product is within the broad field of the prior art and 
one might arrive at it by selecting specific items and conditions 
does not render the product obvious in the absence of some 
directions or reasons for making such a selection." 

Examiner acknowledges applicant's cancellation of claims 9- 
10 and 24-30 because they are directed toward a non-elected 
invention.
